When 

I was born in 

a farm house 

within sight of 

the Tennessee 

River, the doc- 

tor who of- 

ficiated was granted his previ- 
ously expressed wish to name me. 
He called me after Thoreau's 
friend and fellow transcendental- 
ist, Ralph Waldo Emerson, being 
himself a devout reader of the 
latter's famous essays. Perhaps 


for that reason I have had always | 


an interest in both and a special 
sort of fondness for Thoreau. 


Some years ago I journeyed to 
Concord to see Emerson’s birth- 
place and Thoreau’s pond of 
Walden. The pond is yet a quiet 
one, with picnic spots near it 
and graveled walks about it, built 
by the park service. It is a small 
lake, much less sizable than I 
had imagined, but not without a 
pacific beauty. 

From 1845 to 1847 Thoreau 
lived alone in a small shack he 
built for himself. In 1854 he 
published his best-known work, 
“Walden, or Life in the Woods.” 
I recommend it for those who 
seek a literary change. 


Eccentric 


Thoreau was always something 
of an eccentric and was not given 
to social graces. Emerson, who 
loved him, once said of him: 
“Henry is —with diffieulty— 
sweet.”’ He came from a family 
of education, but.no money. They 
saw him through nearby Harvard 
College, but it prepared him for 
nothing. but to think, write and 
express well his thoughts. He was 
good at gardening, building 
fences, and carpentry. As a matter 
of fact, he became a sort of 
handyman for the village of Con- 
cord and supported himself .by 
odd jobs and the small sums ob- 
tained from his writings. 

Thoreau placed ’ conscience 
above government. It is of more 
than passing interest that he 
went to jail rather than pay a 
poll tax and that he was perhaps 
the first of all American writers 
of note to oppose the institution 
of slavery with all the vigor of 
his being. 

He was never the sentimental- 
ist. Even in his experiments at 
Walden, he was not living close 
to nature merely for the enjoy- 
ment of nature’s beauties, her 
birds, trees, flowers and so of. 
All these he observed. But, the 
chief end of his experiment at 
Walden was to prove that man 
can live simply. This was his

Thoreau destroyed his life by 
his campaign against slavery, re- 
fusing to rest or go to bed when 
ill.

Now and then, I believe it is 

ood to think on Thoreau and 
merson and their insistence that 
man never surrender his inde- 
pendence to his environment, 
whatever it may be. It is im- 

rtant to remember that man 
as within himself the strength 
to survive outside that environ- 
ment if he be willing to live 
with basic simplicity. Man, 
Thoreau insisted, must be moral 
enough to see the conflict be- 
tween the ideals of living and 
the methods of making a living.

Bevyan’s Revolt in Britain Brings Wallace to Mind

LONDON, July 18—Aneurin Bevan’s revolt in the Brit- 
ish Labor Party bears certain similarities to Henry Wallace’s 


defection from American Democratic ranks. 


Nobody can

Nevertheless the net impact of 
his philosophy would be to under- 
cut the fundamental basis of West- 
ern diplomatic policy—namely to 
“lead from strength” in any nego- 


tiated settlement with the Soviet

resist attack, 


Undoubtedly the recent pam- 
phiet he sponsored called “One 
Way Only” may well serve a func- 
tion among disgruntled British So- 
cialists similar to that of the “agi- 
tator’s notebook” distributed 
among the Communist militants by 
Moscow, It provides numerous ar- 
guments for those who would 
speak against the present rearma- 
ment program and some hotly de- 
bated statistics to back these up. 

The London newspaper, Econo- 
mist, while acknowledging the 
need for a forceful left wing in 
the Labor machine, nevertheless 
complains that Bevan “betrays” 
this by an indecisive and vague 
lack of realism. The times casti- 
gates Bevan’s assumption that the 
Soviet Union would not be pre- 
pared to risk a general war under 
“favorable” circumstances. 

Sitting upon the terrace of the 
House of Commons overlooking 
the placid Thames, Bevan ex- 
plained his sharply contested 
views. In essence he believes that

I reckon today’s children do give the older folks cause 
to be testy at times. Often it seems they aren’t worth their 
sodium chloride, and then you check back over what’s hap- 
pened to them the last 10 years.

“Now, if that’s not the damnedest 
thing I ever heard of,” Bob sputtered, and 


at his Moreland Avenue service station 
was at the proper setting for sputtering. 
“If that’s what baseball! has come to, then 
I'm glad I played mine when I did. The 
batter gets all the breaks, anyway, and 
now they want to persecute the pitcher 
because he tries to brush a man back.

“The first five innings there wasn’t a batter who didn’t hit the 
dirt or get his cap bill turned around. It got so bad that the umpire 
called Gabby Street and Davey Bancroft, the two managers, to- 
gether and called it off. But nobody thought anything about it. 
Wasn't anybody asking the two pitchers not to pitch against them 
any more, and they could have killed somebody just as easy as not.” 


The Giants Played His Game 


Before he turned to pitching, Bob was the Braves’ shortstop for 
three seasons. A wicked competitor was Ross \Youngs, a Texan and 
one of the greatest of the New York Giants who died in his prime. 

Youngs, one day, dismantled Horace Ford, a little fellow who 
played second for Boston, and broke up a double play. It riled 
Smith, who waited for a chance to return the favor, and got it the 
next time Youngs was at bat. 


“I was the middleman on that double play. and as Youngs 
came down toward me, I aimed the ball straight between his 
eyes. He fell all over himself getting out of the way, but he 
got up and dusted himself off without saying a word to me. 
With him, it was part of the game. He wouldn't quit trying to 
knock the middleman down because he was afraid he'd hurt 
somebody. He'd keep coming on in forever. He understood 
how the game was supposed to be played and he played it 
that way. 


“IT had a rough session with the Giants one day after I became 
a pitcher. Freddie Lindstrom, one of the best hit-and-run men I 
ever saw, was up and a man on first. I gave him the first pitch 
right under the chin. The second just simply got away from me and 
poor Freddie couldn't get away. It turned his cap bill around. I 
hadn't intended it, because I wouldn’t have hit Lindstrom for any- 
thing. He was a friend. 

“The Giants didn’t know that, though, and they knocked me 
down every time I came up after that, and I started knocking every- 
body else down. It was rough. I don’t see how we got through that 
game without somebody getting hurt.” 


The Curse of the Omnibus | 


Bob was an outfielder or infielder from the time he played with 
the old Agoga Sunday School team at Piedmont Park until the 
Braves ran short of pitchers in '25. He had thrown batting practice 
and startled Manager Bancroft with his fast goods. He went 11 in- 
nings against Pittsburgh in his first start and won, 2-1. 

He courted perfection several times in his throwing days, but 
never effected a consummation. Four times he worked perfect 
games for seven innings. Old Sam Leslie, famed as a pinch-hitter, 
broke up one with a one-handed single. Dolph Camilli broke up 
another. Once, he gave Terry Moore a leadoff double, and then re- 
tired the next 27 Cardinals in a row. 


He was a ready Robert who never asked why, but when. 
There's still the growl of the competitor in his throat and the 
itch for a fight in his face. And his pitching days were done 
14 years ago, when he was 42 years old.

The 1951 tobacco marketing season in 
the Georgia-Florida belt opens officially 
this morning. In 19 cities in South Georgia 
crowds have gathered for the initial sales 
of flue-cured leaf from this year’s crop. 
The area covered starts at Metter and 
Statesboro in southeast Georgia and ex- 
tends through a multicounty tier to the 
southwest corner of the state. 

The season has been good, according to 
reports from that area. From planting 
through curing, conditions have been favor- 
able. Few barns have been lost in the 
process. The 1951 crop may surpass that 
of last year when Georgia growers mar- 
keted over 114,000,000 pounds of tobacco 
at an average price of 47.89 cents a pound. 
That meant $54,626,834 in cash money to 
the producers. 

Today each of the cities in the tobacco 
belt—Statesboro, Moultrie, Tifton, Pelham, 


Nashville, Douglas, Valdosta, Blackshear, 
Adel, Baxley, Claxton, Fitzgerald, Hahira, 
Hazlehurst, Metter, Quitman, Sylvester, 
Vidalia, Waycross—is marked with the ex- 
citement, the color, the carnival spirit that 
go with the market time. 

We commend these sales centers for the 
enterprise with which they have prepared 
for this day and season. 

As The Pelham Journal said editorially, 
“Markets are not made through the acci- 
dental drift of the wind, or magic words. 
They are the products of years of planning 
and hard work.” 

May the growers, the warehousemen, 
the merchants, everyone concerned, enjoy 
the full fruits of their labor and profit 
from a good year in tobacco. All of Geor- 
gia joins in congratulating the tobacto belt 
on the apparent success of this great money 
crop.

But it is chiefly of George 
Russell, William Butler Yeats, Sean O’Casey 


and the plays of John Synge of whom, and- 


which, one thinks most in recalling the 
story of the Abbey. It was really O’Casey 
who made the Abbey go. This brilliant, 
irascible man, with much of the tran- 


scendentalist simplicity of Thoreau in his 
make-up, gave to the Abbey its greatest 
successes. George Bernard Shaw gave to 
the theater a play. Yeats contributed much. 

In a sense, the Abbey was the magnet 
about which there clung a whole school 
of Irish writing, poetry, plays and novels. 
The theater itself seated but 150 persons. 
Until taken over and made into a play- 
house in 1904, it was an abandoned city 
morgue. Yet it is fair to say that no other 
theater in the world ever had such suc- 
cesses and such writers. That its influence 
became world-wide eloquently sustains 
such a statement as factual, not romantic. 
All those who like good writing and act- 
ing have lost something in the destruc- 
tion of the Abbey.

ee This is a day of festival and fulfillment in 

Beginning this morning in Vidalia, Douglas, 

Statesboro_and 16 other towns strewn haphazardly across the 

state’s sprawling tobacco belt, the toil and sweat and prayers of 
thousands of farm families will be rewarded. 

There the square, flat baskets sit, row on crowded row, in the 
sweltering, tin-roofed warehouses. It is a prosaic-looking leaf they 
carry, an ugly. yellow-brown save where an occasional shaft of 
sunshine brings alive the highlights which provide the basis for 
the poetic appellation, golden leaf. , 

Soon will come the buyers, clothed in nonchalance and sports 
shirts, fingering the leaves and appraising their worth. Up and 
down the aisles they go, pausing briefly at each pile as the.-monot- 
onous chant of the auctioneer marks the rising tide of the silent 
bidding. Behind them come the checkers, carefully noting on each 
tag the name of the buyer and the price he paid. Once the en- 
tourage has moved on, the grower, oft bewildered, and his family 
gather about. For, so swift and alien is the auction jargon, it is 
only by examining the tag that the party of the second part knows 
for what price he has sold his tobacco, 

Fortunately, the times and the government being what they 
are, the price in recent years has usually been sdtisfactory. Geor- 
gia’s average return has been running right at 50 cents per pound, 
a far cry from the 11 to 15 it brought in depression days. But now, 
as then, it’s worth every penny of it. In many respects, tobacco is 
the most hazardous crop of all ... and the heart-breakingest. 

The blue mold and the bugs and the threat of hail all combine 
to make the tobacco grower’s life an apprehensive one from the 
time the seeds are planted in the carefully covered beds until the 
green, stripped leaf is sledded to the barns for curing. The latter 
process, in itself, is a rigorous one, calling for work and faith and 
an around-the-clock vigil stoking the fires in the top-heavy barns. 

But all the hardship is over now. The tobacco is on the ware- 
house floor or in the long row of trucks lined up outside, patiently 
waiting their turn at the scales, or en route somewhere along the 
dusty roads, following the new-tacked placards: “SELL YOUR 
TOBACCO IN TIFTON” or “BEST PRICES PAID AT BIG BRICK 
WAREHOUSE.” 

By this evening, the first of the millions which will flow into 
Georgia’s tobacco belt these next few weeks will be in the hands, 
if only briefly, of the men who worked and worried to provide the 
crop. Theirs is not only a sense of satisfaction and remuneration 
but also of relief. All farming is a gamble, even these days, but 
the odds on tobacco are the longest of them all. 

That’s why the annual opening of the state’s tobacco market is 
always a time of festival and fulfillment. For all Georgia’s success 
with diversification, tobacco is still the chief money crop for a 
large part of the state. 

And to anyone who has ever known the carnival atmosphere of 
South Georgia during tobacco season, there comes a deep nostalgia 
to return each year about this time.

A Big Help, But 


Not a Solution 


Editor’s Note: M. L. St. John is on wacation. 

During his absence a group of Georgia’s out- 

S standing legislators are writing guest columns 
discussing whether the General Assembly needs a code of ethics. 
Today’s column is by Rep. Bernard Nightingale, of Glynn County. 


It is my belief that each of my colleagues in the General As- 
sembly attempts to live up to his oath of office, that “on all ques- 
tions and measures” presented, he will so conduct himself as will 
in his judgment “be most conducive to the interest and prosperity 
of this State.” There may be exceptions, but I have no personal 
knowledge of them. If there are members who fail, I would say 
that the fault is not primarily, and certainly not entirely, theirs. 

Many Georgians have adopted a cynical and dishonest attitude 
toward government. It is felt that if a special group, or a certain 
business interest, or even one vote-powerful individual, desires the 
passage of a law for his or its benefit, no holds are barred. It 
makes no difference that the law, if passed, would be harmful in 
its effect on others, and would not be “conducive to the interest 
and prosperity of the State.” The end, they feel, justifies the 
means. The measure is skillfully drawn to conceal its evil nature. 

Innocent citizens, who fail to use their God-given common 
sense and caution, are hoodwinked into sending rafts of letters and 
telegrams to their legislators urging passage of the bill. And some 
of our people have come to believe that this sort of thing, and 
even the offering of pay or other rewards to the elected representa- 
tives of all the people to secure passage or defeat of pending legis- 
lation, is perfectly all right. ‘ 

With such an attitude on the part of our citizens, it is no won- 
der that integrity, honesty and statesmanship on the part of our 
legislators is questioned, and sometimes with good reason. The 
people generally get the kind of government, and integrity in of- 
fice, that they demand and deserve. Don’t put all the blame on 
your legislators. 


We Have Rules 12%: tules, a code of ethics for legislators 


will not solve, though it may alleviate, the 
problem. We have some laws and rules now. A law prohibiting 
lobbying has been on the statute books since 1879. If any legislator 
should accept pay or other reward to secure passage or defeat of a 
bill, he might be prosecuted under this law. If there is any ques- 
tion about it, then this law should be amended. Since 1911, Georgia 
law has required registration of “legislative representatives.” 

It is admitted that it is difficult to enforce such laws. But if 
the people insist on enforcement they can be more effective. 

The recently revised House Rule 175 is a most important ad- 
vance in preventing pressure and lobbying on the floor. Under 
this rule no person is allowed on the floor except members and 
officers of the House, their wives and children, and members and 
officers of the Senate, properly accredited reporters of legislative 
proceedings, and others on certain conditions, and then only for a 
named day on recomfnendation of the Committee on Privileges of 
the Floor. 


Follow the Book House Rule 22 provides that no member 
shall vote on any question “in the result 
of which he is immediately and particularly interested.” Senate 
Rule 19 provides that no senator shall*vote upon any question “in 
the result of which he is personally interested.” If properly ob- 
served, these rules would strengthen the public confidence in its 
legislators and, to some extent, fend off the irresponsible, selfish and 
venal lobbyist who would seek to tempt by bribes and promises. 
One law is needed to bolster our legislative ethics. In order to 
prevent the possibility of any legislator being weakened by temp- 
tation, he should be prohibited from holding any appointive office 
or employment under the state government or its agencies or au- 
thorities until his term in the General Assembly has expired, and 
for at least two years thereafter. 
A code of ethics might constitute a helpful guide to the public 
as well as to its elected representatives. 
It will not solve the problem. Only when the public demands 
integrity of its legislators, and when each citizen refuses to put 
pressure on the General Assembly in matters he has not thought 
through and carefully weighed, can we expect real statesmanship.

WASHINGTON—While Congress has been doing handsomely by the beef pro- 
ducers and cattle feeders, the currently elect of agriculture, it passed up the 
opportunity to do something really helpful for another far less favored group that 
depends on agriculture for a meager livelihood.

follow the crops in the South and Southwest and California. 


Congress concerned itself chiefly with 


one phase of the problem, the illegal invasion by Mexican workers—wet-backs, so called from entry 


by swimming the Rio Grande—who have been 
coming over by the hundreds of thousands in the 
last few years. 


It took only halfway measures in this 
regard, however, as was revealed by Presi- 
dent Truman’s request for additional legisla- 
tion to suppress this traffie in destitute hu- 
man beings. 


Consequently, little progress can be reported 
in meéting the basic human and economic prob- 
lems that ramify from this invasion. In the 
first instance, there is exploitation of the wet- 
backs themselves, with low wages and rural] slum- 
living conditions. This reacts, in turn, to depress 
wage standards and living conditions for native 


_ American farm workers, to deprive them of jobs, 


not only on farms but also in canneries and 
local industry, and to drive them to roam far from 
their homes to get a living. ‘ 

By his reluctance in signing the bill, the 
President exhibited an understanding of the 
underlying problems that affect so wide an area 
of our country directly and which were graphi- 
cally analyzed by the President’s commission on 
migratory labor. In its report, which described 
conditions among the wet-backs as “virtually 
peonage” in some cases, the commission recom- 
mended broad measures to stabilize employment 
in the fruit, vegetable and cotton area involved 
so as to remove this blight on our American way 
of life. 

But the President found himself, as on infla- 
tion controls, the captive of the Southern con- 
servative wing of his party, which was active 
on behalf of big cotton planters who want cheap 
labor for cotton. The latter are joined in their 
resistance to his and the commission’s aims by big 
growers of perishables in the Southwest, espe- 
cially in the “corporation farm” Imperial Valley 
of California. As usual, Southern Democrats 
mustered their habitual Republican allies to 
water down effective solutions. 

The President elected to compromise instead 
of vetoing the measure outrigh# as he was urged 
to do by labor organizations and others. 

Powerful political: pressure is involved, in- 
deed, in this migratory farm workers issue, as has 
been evident repeatedly in concessions to the big 
grower and planter viewpoint in administration 
of existing statutes.and regulations. This atti- 
tude seems to prevail still. 

Or so labor organizations claim in pointing

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after the bill was signed into law, to negotiate 
an agreement under its terms with the Mexican 
government.

and understand its realities and the human values 
at stake.

Harriman Hopeful Though Oil Talks Stall

TEHERAN, July 18—Iranian of- 
ficials are attempting to make use 
of the Harriman-Mossadegh tals 
to spread the impression that the 
United States approves of their 
case in their oil dispute with Brit- 
ain. 

The talks were at a standstill 
Wednesday. W. Averill Harriman 
saw the President’s f[ranian Cham- 
ber and Senate and Court Minister 
Hussein Ala, but he did noi have 
another session with the Premier 
and none are yet scheduled. He has 
seen Premier Mossadegh twice 
only, both on the day after his ar- 
rival last Sunday.

degh took such a rigid attitude at 
the first meetings that President 
Truman’s envoy has been left with 
practically no room for a maneu- 
ver. This does not mean that the 
talks have broken down yet. Har- 
riman is still trying. 

Americans have followed a pol- 
icy of complete silence on the con- 
tent of the discussions. This has 
helped the Persians to spread word 
that members of Harriman’s mis- 
sion had assured them their case 
was “logical and just,” and that 
Americans sympathized with the 
Iranian point of view. 
| Kazem Hassibi, Iran’s leading oil 
expert who has been having tech- 


nical talks with Harriman’s oil ad- 
viser, Walter Levy, of New York 
City, said that Levy agreed with 
many of the Persians’ charges 
against the Anglo Iranian Oil 
Company. Hassibi claiméd Levy 
said the Persians were right, but 


he conceded the American expert 


told him no hlp would be forth- 
coming from American oil com- 
panies. 

One of the effects of these Iran- 
ian statements going unrefuted by 
the Americans has been to disturb 
the British. They see as a probable 
consequence a further heightenin 
of internal pressures to which 
Mossadegh continually refers as 
the explanation why he cannot 
consider a compromise. 


Social Security and State Aid 


While state officials of late have been mulling over Georgia's large roll of 
persons drawing old-age assistance and tightening rules to cut down on the num- 
ber of pensioners, there has come a development from Washington that has some- 
what reduced the “over 65” payments in the Peach State. Last September, amend- 
ments to the Social Security law increased the amount of Old Age and Survivors’ 
Insurance drawn by the individual. This boost in income lifted 2,604 persons off 

Georgia’s relief rolls in the period of October, 1950, through April, 1951, and modified 5,123 cases.

October was the first 
month to reflect the increased Social Security 
payments. In that month 1,527 persons had their 
income so augmented that they became ineligible 
for state aid. The welfare decrease continued for 
several months as more persons received their 
increased Federal payments. 


The upshot of this shakeup—trather minor, 
really, when one considers there are 101,684 
old persons at present drawing aid through 
the State Welfare Department—is that a 
total of $93,338 in monthly payments was de- 
leted from the welfare total in Georgia.

If it is desired to project this saving a bit fur- 
ther, we can multiply by 12 and declare that the 
Georgia welfare reducticn is $1,119,956 over a 
period of a year, and this is a tidy sum even in 
this era of-inflation. The assumption here, of 
course, is that the persons taken off the rolls by 
the OASI increase would have stayed on other- 
wise. 

This is all rather involved, but what it really 
means is that as more and more persons in Geor- 
gia go into work covered by the Social Security 
law, there will be a grcwing backlog of OASI 
payments which should tend to reduce the state’s 
obligation to those who at the end of the years 
of labor find there is no money to support them 
in old age. 

Reduction in old-age pensions in this state, due 
to the increased Old Age and Survivors’ Insur- 
ance payments starting last fall, does not mean 
that everything is rosy in the welfare field and 
that they’re about to close up the operation. There 
still are about 600 in every 1,000 Georgians over 
65 receiving old-age assistance through the state. 
There has come a leveling off recently in these 
numbers, however. In September, 103,838 persons

Dr. Copeland said a_ great 
amount of cancer research now 
was being done on the individual 
cell. He said one of the big un- 
answered questions is, “Why does 
the cancer cell go off the beam?” 

“There is some abnormality in 
the cancer cell which makes it 
get off the track.” he pointed out. 
“It invades normal body cells, 
spreads into the body organs, en- 
ters the blood stream and kills.” 

Dr. Copeland stressed the im- 
portance of early diagnosis and 
treatment of lesions of the breast 
—cancerous or otherwise. 

He said a cyst in the breast 
should be watched carefully and 
should be removed if the phy- 
sician deemed it “advisable.” 

Dr. Hoke Womack, of the Medi- 
cal College of Georgia, Augusta, 
described a research project at 
the college in which scientists are 
studying the toxicity of certain 
drugs used in treating cancer of 
the blood. He said rats were being 
used in the research project, 
which also included a study of the 
power of the drugs to arrest tem- 
porarily cancer of the blood. 

Actual cases were presented by 
members of the staff of the West 
Georgia Cancer Clinic. These in- 
cluded a man with cancer of the 
breast—a case described by doc- 
tors as “very unusual.” | 

Dr. Copeland said man by evo-

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Mom probably would get less tired working in a factory 
during the Summer than at home. 

At least most factories have installed air conditioning, recrea- 
tion facilities as a respite from a long day, and cooling drinks 
well-timed as refreshers and pick-me-ups., 


But what about the home- 
maker? She works a long day, 
sometimes doesn't even stop for 
lunch, and is practically in a 
state of collapse by nightfall. 


We can’t all afford air con- 
ditioning in our hoines. But it 
would pay te get a system 
into summer housework that 
would give several respites 
during the day, and short-cuts 
to chores. 


One summer habit should be 
the shower before the day starts 
and a shower or bath before 
dinner. A warm bath will prove 
even more cooling than a cold 
bath.

Take advantage of cleaning 
attachments, which will keep 
you from perspiring when 
reaching or bending in trying to 
clean walls, blinds or in corners. 
A carpet sweeper used every day 
is easier to push than a vacuum 
cleaner, used every other day. 
An easily squeezed mov which 
requires no bending, also is a 
help during the summer. 


If you strive for cool look- 
ing effects in the home— 
greens in bowls, summer- 
weight fabrics at windows, 
shades drawn during the hot 
part of the day—you will feel 
cooler. Clean out the fireplace 
and place a large bowl of 
leaves in it. 


Keep a tray of ice-cubes or 
cracked ice in the refrigerator 
for cooling drinks. Take ade- 
quate time for lunch and don't 
have a rushed feeling about it. 
A salad consisting of hard boiled 
eggs, carrots, celery and perhaps 
some cucumbers and radishes in 
sour cream, is tasty for a sum- 
mer lunch. 

When working around the 
house on a hot day, wear at- 
tractive shorts and shirt, ver- 
heps with a skirt combination, 
which can be donned when the 
buzzes. If your hair

Pretty Effective Color Trick 


Have you ever heard of the “tie and dye” technique? It’s a 
tricky little operation for getting picturesque color effects. Once 
that skirt was white; now it’s three graduated shades of the same 


color—all through the “tie and dye” 


The secret? There is none. 


Divide the skirt into three sec- 


tions ahd sew an even line of 
large stitches around the skirt 
to mark these divisions. That 
means two lines of stitches like 
the latitude markings on a map. 
Pull the threads drawstring 
fashion and tie as tightly as pos- 
sible. Then wind several turns 
of string around the. thread. 
These lines separate the different 
graduations of color, so the more 
string the wider your. white 
dividing lines. 

The skirt is now ready te 
dye. Before you start, make 
sure the dye is a fashionable 
color—one that will look good 
in several shades of the same 
color. 

Also, it’s safer to use all-pur- 
pose dye which takes effect on 
rayon and nylon as well as cot- 
ton and the like. The whole 
package of dye should be dis- 
solved in a small amount of hot 
water. Then pour just a. third 
of it into the large dye bath. 

Dip the whole skirt in this 
solution and when the top sec-

The most important of the 
three factors which may con- 
tribute to the formation of gall- 
stones is Stasis, in my opinion.

An Oscar for Oscar 


My favorite people on Broad- 
way certainly would include 
Irving Berlin, who has contrib- 
uted so mightily to the enjoy- 
ment of this nation and the 
world; it positively would in- 
clude the magnificent talented 
Richard Rodgers and obviously, 
judging from the title of this 
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Oscar Hammerstein Richard Rogers 
“What have you done for me 
lately?” is the tagline of a joke 
about an ingrate. Well, most re- 
cently, Hammerstein has given 
us the unforgetable portrait, by 
Yul Brynner, of the King of 
Siam, in “The King and I,” 
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*KLONDIKE” I NAMED IT-AFTER MYSELF 
«IT AIN'T BIG, BUT IT’S SET RIGHT IN 


adapted by Hammerstein from 
Margaret Landon’s “Anna and 
the King of Siam.” 


The movies projected the King 
of Siam in the person of Rex 
Harrison, and though I saw that 
moving picture, my recollection 
of Harrison is just no recollection 
at all. This was not Harrison’s 
fault because he is a fine actor. 
Most certainly, it was the fault 
of the script which he vainly 
tried to bring to life. In other 
words, he had no canvas painted 
by Oscar Hammerstein 2d. Bryn- 
ner was luckier. 


Hammerstein’s King of Siam 
comes full-dimensioned to life 
because he shows you the King 
through many'sets of eyes—the 
eyes of the woman who loved 
him best, Lady Thiang played 
by Dorothy Sarnoff; the eyes of 
British schoolmarm Ann Leon- 
owens, played with charming 
awareness by Gertrude Law- 
rence; the eyes of the Krala- 
home, played by John Juliano, 
and the eyes of the bartered 
Burmese Princess Tuptim, 
played by Stephanie Augustine. 

Best of all, Hammerstein ex- 
plains and defines his King of 
Siam in the lyrics of one of the 
finest songs Rodgers and Ham- 
merstein ever have created in 
my book, a poignant, tender 
love song called “Something 
Wonderfu!” Sung by Dorothy 
Sarnoff, it explains to Gertrude 
Lawrence why Dorothy loves 
him to the point of pleading his 
case to a rival who fills a special 
need in his life. Wrote Ham- 
merstein: 


“This is a man who thinks with 
his heart, 

His heart is not always wise; 

This is a man who stumbles 
and falls 

But this is a man who tries. 

This is a man you'll forgive and 
forgive, 

And help and protect as long 
as you live. 


“He will not always say what 
you would have him say, 
But now and then he'll say 
something wonderful. 
What heartless things he’ll do 
will hurt and worry you, 
Then all at once he'll do 
something wonderful. 


“He has a thousand dreams that 
won’t come true, 

You know that he believes in 
them and that’s enough for 
you. 

You'll always go along, defend 
him when he’s wrong, 

And tell him when he’s strong, 
he is wonderful. 

He'll always need your love, 
and so, he’ll get your love. 

The man who needs your love 
—and be wonderful.” 


In “Show Boat,” Hammer- 
stein fashioned the love story of 
Captain Andy and his daughter, 
and the companion love story of 
Julie. In “Carousel,” he again 
tugged at your emotions with

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the love of a father for his 
daughter. In “Oklahoma!” he 
captured you once again with 
his sensitive understanding of 
people and their emotions. In 
“The King and I,” his King and 
Anna, and Lady Thiang and the 
children come to full vivid life 
just as did his people in “South 
Pacific.’””

Hammerstein lyrics would be 
fairly desolate, not that we have 
no other great fashioners of

“He goes 
into a room, sits down at a piano 
and in 10 minutes comes back 
with a melody that bowls you 
over,” recounts Hammerstein.

It 
seems that deposits of calcium 
(lime) in the artery walls are 
found in the advanced stage of 
arteriosclearosis and the old tim- 
ers, having only an elementary 
knowledge of physiology and 
patholog, thought that the cale- 
cium deposits caused the arteri- 
osclerosis. We know better 
now. Calcification or the deposit 
of calcium in the tissues any- 
where is the consequence of 
degeneration, not a cause of it.
